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PREFACE. 


This  book  is  simply  a  reproduction,  in  one 
volume  and  in  larger  type,  of  two  series  of 
Family  Prayers  which  have  been  now  for  some 
years  before  the  public. 

When  we  brought  out  the  first  series,  we 
said  that  we  aimed  at  'simplicity  of  language 
and  directness  of  supplication,'  combined  with 
greater  'brevity,'  than  is  sometimes  found  in 
books  of  Family  Prayer.  In  the  second  series 
(much  asked  for  by  those  who  had  long  used 
the  first)  we  pursued  the  same  plan. 

We    have    abundant  cause  for    thankfulness 
for  the  result     Our  little  books  have  met  with 
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much  favour  and  success,  and  we  have  reason 
to  hope  have  been  found  useful. 

It  is  impossible  to  satisfy  all  requirements. 
Numberless  suggestions  have  been  made  to  us 
by  friends,  some  of  which  we  have  acted  upon, 
others  we  have  not  been  able  to  carry  out ;  and 
if  in  so  doing  we  displease  any,  we  must  ask 
them  kindly  to  bear  in  mind  the  differences 
in  position  and  education  of  those  for  the 
use  of  whom  our  book  is  designed,  and  the 
infinite  variety  of  tastes  and  feelings  existing 
amongst  those  who  avail  themselves  of  such 
aids  to  family  devotion. 

Amongst  other  requests,  one  has  been  often 
made  for  a  larger  type,  specially  for  the  use  of 
the  aged  and  those  of  comparatively  weak 
sight  With  this  request  we  have  been  glad 
in  the  present  volume  to  comply. 

It  will  be  seen  that  two  of  the  weeks  contain 
prayers  taken  either  partly  or  wholly  from  the 
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Book  of  Common  Prayer.  If  the  parts  consist- 
ing of  responses  present  any  difficulty,  it  will  be 
easy  to  omit  them  and  to  read  the  collects  alone. 
Many  however,  it  may  be  hoped,  would  with 
a  little  practice  find  profit  and  pleasure  in  their 
use. 

It  only  remains  to  pray  that  a  spirit  of  grace 
and  supplication  may  rest  abundantly  upon  all 
who  take  these  words  into  their  lips.
